"Revelation by publication of 
official reports from all federal re- 
serve banks that only $325.465,-' 
000 in subscriptions had been re- 
ported to date," reads the^ an- 
nouncement, "caused committee 
chairmen to send out rallying 
calls today to their army of sales- 
men. 


This amount is less than 7 per cent, 
of the total $5,000,000,000 subscrip- 
tion it is hoped by Secretary McAdoo 
will be rolled up by Oct. 27. 
Only by 
the most etrenuoius campaigning, it is 
realized, can the desired goal be reach- 
ed in the remaining thirteen selling 
days. 


The most hopeful sign in the situa- 
tion is the virtually unanimous declar- | 
ation of distlrct chairmen that the of- i 
flcial figxires fall far short of report- i 
Ing all sales made.

Within fourteen working days, the 
American people must subscribe to the 
second liberty loan at an average rate 
of more than $333,000,000 a day if 
the $6,000,000,000 hoped for by the 
government Is to be obtained.

subscriptions

until the end of the liberty loan cam- 
paign on October 27.

Oificial Resume of the Late 
Session Has Been 
Issued. 


Washington, Oct. 12.—An official re- 
sume of the activities of congre.ss during 
the past session was i.ssued at the capito! 
today. Compiled by W. Ray Ivooinis, as- 
sistant superintendent of the house docu- 
ment room, it gives not (mly the .status 
of all war legislation but deals also with 
miscellaneous enactments, lists all laws 
of this congress bearing on the interna- 
tional situation and provides for the first 
time a ready government guide to the 
legislative situation up to the beginning 
of the December session of congress. 


Under the head of notable dates, the 
resume begins with President Wilson's 
proclamation of March 21, calling con- 
gress Into extraordinary session and 
concludes with the public 
reception 
to the Japanese war commission on 
September 5. Recording the bills sign- 
ed by the president on June 15, ap- 
propriating $3,281,094,541 for the mil-

and

establishments as

London, Thursday, Oct. 11.—To a 
deputation of farmers who called on 
him In London on Tuesday, Premier 
Lloyd-George paid tribute to the ef- 
forts of the farmers in food production. 
He appealed to them to assist the gov- 
ernment in this very critical stage of 
the war for they were fighting one of 
the most important fronts and if the 
front was broken the whoye system of 
defense would collapse. 


This appeal, the premier said, was 
not due to anxiety on account of the ac- 
tivity of submarines, for owing to the 
skill and courage of operations being 
conducted that menace was diminish- 
ing rapidly and the fact that the Brit- 
ish net losses during the last month 
were less than In any similar period 
of time since September, 1916. 


"Our anxietj'," the prime minister 
added, "is due to the fact that the 
available world's supply of food is less 
than it has been for years. France and 
Italy both are in the world market for 
a larger proportion of 
cereals 
than 
ever, while Australia has been ruled 
out as a provider owing to its distance 
from the consuming nations. 
Hence 
it is Incumbent on the British farmers 
that they do their utmost to make the 
country self-sustaining. 


"Believe me, his war is depending 
more and more on these little islands. 
Week by week I see the burdens fall- 
ing more heavily upon the shoulders 
of Great Britain. 
But I also see Great 
Britain straightening up to bear it. 
The enemy Is not going to starve us, 
but that is not enough. 
We must pro- 
duce such quantities of food that we 
will not need to go into the American 
market and snatch food out of the 
mouths of our allies."

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PHILADELPHIA'S PLIGHT. 


The greater mass of Chicago's people have 
been mortified and incensed by the attitude 
of their maj'or toward the war. Big Bill's 
couduct was something, however, that they 
could scarcely have foreseen when they 
elected hira and they may be in the general 
way held ])]amole.ss for his astounding course 
and in no wise at fault for the bad eminence 
that has been ^•iven their city. 


"We have no notion at all with what emo- 
tions the people oi: Philadelphia contemplate 
the plight of their mayor, who is held under 
heavy bonds to the grand jury, on charges 
that set out halt' a dozen grave crimes, one of 
which is conspiracy to commit murder. 
If 
they look upon this tragic disgrace with the 
same complacency they have so long regarded 
the sordid, crooked and criminal politics of 
which the murder that now involves their 
chief executive wa,s the direct consequence 
and legitimate fruit, they are not painfully 
disturbed nor to any depth stirred by the nn- 
iisual spectacle of which their city is the 
_.J;h,eater. 


It may well bo doubted if any city of the 
land—^iiot excepting New York in Tammany's 
palmiest days or Cincinnati in the hey-day of 
the Boss Cox regime—went through anything 
in-politics that could exceed what long has 
been the settled rule and undeviating practice 
in the politics and government of Philadel- 
phia. There corruption has been the regular 
and almost unprotested order. Certainly such 
protest as a democracy hopelessly in a minor- 
ity and reform elements that never have been 
numerous, taken seriously and in good faith 
or foupd driving for better things regardless 
bosses and parties, has been an unexceptional 
futility, save that Vvc may set aside from the 
general condemnation the service of Ma,yor 
Blankenburgh, whose regime, if not distinctly 
good—though his personal character stood 
^under no reproach—at least was better than 
any that within some decades had preceded it. 


Philadelphia's municipal politics can be de- 
nounced in any terms and described with any 
•words that imply the worst conceivable and 
no injustice done and no libel uttered. What 
took place there a few weeks ago in the war 
of the republican factions was just what 
might have been looked for, yet what nobody 
appears to have expected. The whole city 
knew the rottenness of conditions, but the 
whole city thought the bosses were at least 
good sports and game crooks who would play 
the game in the usual way with the accus- 
tomed weapons and neither grow dirty nor 
otherwise welch. It was a shock, no doubt, 4;o 
learn that one faction, to compass the undoing 
of its rival and enemy had imported profes- 
Eional gunmen from New York to take charge 
of certain sanguinary details of the final drive 
for triumph and the spoils. 


A ballot that for years has been the last 
word in political corruption, grafting that has 
been ruthless, unafraid and unconcealed, rob- 
bery of the people and debauchery of the 
electorate that were open, notorious and of 
the character of civic institutions have made 
Philadelphia for years the battening place of 
politicians and the amazement of outsiders, to 
whom it has been spectacular crime. The peo- 
ple of Philadelphia in this generation appear 
never to have known—it is conceivable that 
they may never have apprehended—that the 
sodden conditions in the midst of which they 
lived was not a perfectly rational order and 
normal condition. They stood for everything 
—an dno doubt would have stood for the in- 
tervention of imported hirelings to do em- 
{»loyed murder, but that the undone faction, 
teseH powerful and without ruth, conceived 
»pportunity to be fair for a display of civic 
iirtue by an appeal to law.

It is to be trusted the men and women of 
Fort Wayne who will vote in the municipal 
elections next month are giving intelligent if 
not grave attention to the reasons urged 
against the triumph of Maurice C. Niezer at 
the polls. 
I So far the opposition has contested Mr. 
i Niezer's claim only upon the ground that if 
elected he will not be mayor, but will sur- 
render his place and power to some one else. 


Does anyone of sane mind seriously credit 
such a preposterous charge as that after hav- 
mg made a successful race for the mayoralty 
wholly for the reason that it promised him 
opportunities for public service, Mr. Niezer 
would consign his good name, his repute, his 
political future to the scrap heap, turn his 
back upon the record he has made as a citi- 
zen, And abandon every sentiment and prin- 
ciple that as a citizen of honor and spirit he 
holds dear? 


Does anyone believe that Mr. Niezer, who 
declined to entertain any proposals of him- 
self for the mayoralty until repeatedly and 
urgently besought by men of all parties and 
then only when it became clear that it was his 
great opportunity to devote himself to the city 
that he loves dearly and has served zealously, 
would discredit his own position and make 
A^reck of his great chance to do those things 
that are his most cherished aspirations as a 
citizen ? 


Does anyone for a moment imagine that a 
strong, 
upstanding, 
forthright man like 
Maurice C. Niezer would make mockery of 
himself by going into high office as anybody's 
man? 


As we have said before, all this stuff about 
Mr. Niezer and his bondage to any person or 
any interest is unadulterated bunk. Those 
who invent it and employ it know well—none 
better—that it is untrue and manufactured in 
the stress to find some pretext for their oppo- 
sition. 


Those who would control a mayor if they 
could, who have selfish interests to serve, are 
not training with Mr. Niezer or trailing after 
him. They know better. 
Their hopes and 
expectations lie on the other side and there 
their support is pledged and their assistance 
given. 


Mr. Niezer cannot be bossed by anyone. 
Those who know him know that for a fact. 


No one who is supporting Mr. Niezer wants 
to boss him or expects to. Everybody of com- 
mon sense has the intelligence to know that.

The Farmer and the Liberty Bond

No class of Americans are 
more 
vitally interested in the curbing of 
Germany's ambition for world domina- 
tion than are farmers. The Pan-Ger- 
man purpose is industrial as well as 
political control of the world, and that 
means, if successful, that American in- 
dustries will be smothered and Amer- 
ica become simply a producer of raw 
material for the support of a German 
world-wide industrial supremacy. The 
decay of our manufacturing center 
means the destruction of the 
home 
market for farm products and the de- 
pendence of our farmers upon German 
workmen as consumers of what we 
grow. 


American farmers are doing great 
work in helping win the war by their 
increased production of food, but this, 
big as it is, is not enough. 
They are 
overlooking an equally great oppor- 
tunity for real service and one that at 
the same time means personal profit to 
them. 
The farmer understands what 
hard work is, but he is not experienced 
in making his money work for him as 
hard as he works himself. 


Country banks are full of farmers' 
money, merely lying there on deposit 


and actually working for ¿the banker 
who holds it instead of for\he farmer 
who owns it. 
The issuance of a new 
liberty loan is an opportunity for the 
farmer to put his money where it is 
safer even than when it is lying in a 
bank and where he himself gets all 
that it earns. 
If he is compelled to 
sell the bond he can do that as easily 
and as promptly as he could write a 
check; or if he only wants part of the 
investment money for a short time, he 
can borrow at any time from any bank, 
using It as collateral and drawing in- 
terest on it at the same time that he is 
paying interest for his short loan. 


The new loan will be in bonds of 
small enough size so the wife and the 
children can invest their small savings 
and have them earning as much as a 
wealthy neighbor is getting for his 
large sums. There is no better way of 
teaching thrift and business to young 
people on the farm than by having 
them buy a liberty bond out of their 
savings. 


In short, all farmers should subscribe 
to the liberty loan not only as a pa- 
triotic duty to help keep America free, 
but as a business proposition to keep 
their money working where they will 
get all that it earns and at the same 
time be absolutely safe.

RETAIL DELIVERY »IETHODS. 


(Jackson, Mich., Patriot.) 


Investigation hasdemon strated that 
many wasteful and costly methods of 
doing business in this country exist- 
ed, and that there is need of greater 
economy in many ways in order to en- 
able our people to meet the burdens 
of a great war. 


The commercial economy board of 
the council of national defense reports 
substantial progress in its campaign 
to reduce deliveries of department and 
other retail stores, and cut down the 
abuse of the returned goods privilege. 


Within- the few weeks which have 
elapsed since the board made its first 
request to merchants to economize in 
their delivery systems, and thus aid 
in the general commercial readjust- 
ment Cor war purposes, its recommen- 
dations have been carried out In whole 
or in part in 80 cities, with a combined 
population of about 14.900,OOQ psople. 


This means that more than a thtrd 
of the total city population of the 
country Is already affected by the 
board's work. 


These figures cover only such In- 
stances as have been reported direct- 
ly to the board, so that th«, effects 
of the national campaign have been 
much greater than the given 
figures 
indicate. 


Records that are available show that 
the merchants in 32 cities, with a total 
population of 6,929,841, have reduced 
the number of regular retail deliveries 
in accordance with the board's sug- 
gestions. 
In many of them, in place 
of the usual four or five deliveries, the 
number has been cut to one. 


The campaign to reduce waste due 
to the abuse of the returned goods 
privilege has affected so far 26 cities, 
with a combined population of 13,- 
579,337.

ferred soon f r o m Camp Zachary Tay- 
lor to Camp Shelby, at 
Hattiesburg, 
Miss., to fill up the national guard of 
these two states to war atrentgh. 
Two 
thousand Illinois men will be sent f r o m 
here to Camp 
Pike at 
Little 
Rock. 
Ark., and 300 negro troops to Camp 
Upton a t Yaphank, L. I. 


In the orders received by Maj. Gen. 
H a r r y C. Hale, commanding the 84th 
division, no definite date is set for the 
transfer of the 
men, 
as 
the 
orders 
merely direct sending the men when 
the camps are ready to receive them. 
Apparently General Hale will commu- 
nicate with the officers comm.anding 
the three cantonments to which men 
will be transfei-red and inquire when 
accommodations will be ready. 
The 
exact date of the departure will not be 
made public, in compliance with the 
department's desire to withhold pub- 
lication of troop movements. 


"While it has not been officially an- 
nounced, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the 159th depot brigade will 
provide the white troops to be trans- 
ferred.

There were two spokesmen for the 
50 odd German prisoners who gather- 
ed around me.

Again the crowd voiced

One young German pushed his way

with the American army In France.

Washington Is rapidly learning w h a t 
the European nations discovered dur- 
ing the first year of war,

Is a s Import- 
ant and must be as systematically pro- 
vided for as the a r m y In the trenches. 


Plans a r e being considered 
today 
for putting American industries on a 
w a r basis and mobilizing the indus- 
trial forces in the moat effective fash- 
Ion. 


This does not mean putting every 
workingman and w o m a n into a uni- 
f o r m or under military 
orders, n o r 
does it mean a t present mobilization 
plan t h a t will include all workers for 
all lines of Industry. 
T h a t would be 
too big a Job.

All Uncle Sam is a f t e r Just now Is a 
systematic 
organization 
t h r o u g h 
which the labor necessary t o fill t h e 
gaps and rush special work for w a r 
needs can be mobilized a n d n^oved 
rapidly f r o m one Industry or locality 
to another. 


In the coal industry there are great 
shortages of competent miners In cer- 
tain 
fields, 
25,000 in t h e anthracite 
alone, while In other sections m e n are 
working less t h a n full time. In normal 
times men would slowly 
filter 
f r o m 
the regions of surplus labor to t h e 
regions of scarcity; but t h a t process Is 
too slow for w a r necessities, which call

"flying squadrons" of 
workers 
who can move when needed.

. ^ 


GOLDEN TEXT—The Lord hath done 
great things for us; whereof we are glad. 
—Psalms 126:3. 


Israel went into captivity because of 
her sins. The time of her disciplinary' 
process was about to «nd, as its pur- 
pose was now accomplished: namely, 
the cure of Israel's idolatry. 
Ever 
since the Babylonian captivity the He- 
brew people have been worshipers of 
the one God. Monotheism has stood 
forth as a vital characteristic. 
The 
main reason for the Jews' maintenance 
of racial Identity in spite of their na- 
tional dislocation and the breaking up 
of their social ties, is the unity of their 
faith, around the one God. 


I. The Proclamation of Cyrus (w. 
1-4). 


(1) The Time of (v. 1). The first 
year of Cyrus; that Is the first year 
after his conquest of Babylon. 


(2) How It Was Brought About (v. 
1). The Lord stored up his spirit. 
The Lord often uses very unlikely 
agents in the accomplishment of his 
purposes. There is nothing too hard 
for him. He can readily use a heathen 
king to accomplish his purpose. He 
can find a way of approach to any 
heart. Likely Daniel was the agent 
used to bring the matter to the king's 
attention. Daniel was still the influ- 
ential prime minister of Babylon. 
From his study of the prophecies of 
Jeremiah (Jer. 25:12; Isa. 45:1; com- 
pare Daniel 9:2), he knew that the 
time was near for the return of the 
people to their own land, so he likely 
brought the flatter to the attention of 
the king and persuaded him to thus 
favor his people. 


(3) Its Contents (w. 2-4). 
(a) A confession of the true God 
(w. 2, 8). 


He acknowledges him to be the God 
of heaven, the Most High, the Supreme 
God, a God of goodness. He declared, 
"He has given me all the kingdoms of 
the earth," and that God had with au- 
thority laid upon him the charge of 
building him a house at Jerusalem. 


(b) A Generous Permission to Israel 
(v. 3). All who desired to go up to 
Jerusalem and build the Lord's house 
were permitted to go. He even com- 
manded the blessing of the Lord to be 
upon them. 


(c) A Positive Co-Operation (v. 4). 
None were obliged to go up, but a pos- 
itive obligation was laid upon those 
who did not go up to render assistance 
to those who did. They were to aid 
in the building of the house of God by 
giving money, beasts and goods. It 
was more than a free-will offering, an 
obligation in addition thereto. The ob- 
ligation was even wider than the peo- 
ple of Israel. The heather were asked 
to render aid. 


II. Response to the Proclamation of 
Cyrus (w. 5, 6). 


(1) By Israel (v, 5). Strange to say 
the decree of Cyrus was not met with 
great enthusiasm. Only a small num- 
ber, chiefly from Judah and Benjamin, 
returned (v. 5). For most of them it 
meant giving up business interests, for 
they had settled down to the regular 
callings of life. 
Besides the sacri- 
fice of business interests it involved 
great risks as to the future. The en- 
tire company, including servants, was 
about fifty thousand (2:64). Of this 
company we note the following divi- 
sions; first, chiefs of the fathers of 
Judah and Benjamin, that is magis- 
trates; second, priests and Levltes, 
leaders in religion; third, skillful ar- 
tificers, head workmen. 


(2) By Their Neighbors (v. 6). This 
response was apparently more hearty 
than that of the Jews themselves. 
Their neighbors gave freely of gold, sil- 
ver, beasts and goods. God had not 
only graciously disposed the heart of \ 
Cyrus toward his people, but they 
found peculiar favor from their neigh- 
bors, so that their wants were abund- 
antly supplied. 


III. Restoration of the Sacred Ves- 
sels (vv. 7-11). These vessels had been 
carried away to Babylon many years 
before. Little did Nebuchadnezzar re- 
alize that he would put Into safe keep- 
ing the vessels which would be needed 
at this time. They were carefully num- 
bered and turned over to the proper 
officers. Except for their desecration 
in Belshazzar's feast, they were none 
the worst for having been carried away. 
These were brought up to Jerusalem 
from Babylon. *

No class of Americans are more 


vitally interested in the curbing of 
Germany's ambition for world domina- 
tion than are farmers. The Pan-Ger- 
man purpose is industria.1 as well as 
political control of the world, and that 
means, If successful, that American In- 
dustries will be smothered and Amer- 
ica become simply a producer of raw 
material for the support of a German 
world-wide Industrial supremacy. The 
decay of our manufacturing center 
means the destruction of the home 
market for farm products and the de- 
pendence of our farmers upon German 
workmen aa consumers of what we 
grow. 


American farmers aro doing great 


work in helping win the war by their 
increased production of food, but this, 
big as it is, is not enough. They are 
overlooking an equally great oppor- 
tunity for real service and one that at 
the same time means personal profit to 
them. The farmer understands what 
hard work is, but he is not experienced 
in making his money work for him as 
hard as he works himself. 


Country banks are full of farmers' 


and actually working for the banker 
who holds it instead of for the farmer 
who owns it. The issuance of a new 
liberty loan is an opportunity for the 
farmer to put his money where it is . 
safer even than when it is lying in a 
bank and where he himself gots all 
that it earns. If he is compelled to 
sell the bond he can do that as easily 
and as promptly as he could write a. 
check; or if he only wants part of the 
investment money for a short time, he 
can borrow at any time from any bank, 
using it as collateral and drawing in- 
terest on it at the same time that he is 
paying interest for his short loan. 


The new loan will be in bonds of 


small enough size so the wife and the 
children can invest their small sax-ings 
and have them earning as much as a 
wealthy neighbor is getting for his 
large sums. There is no better way of 
teaching thrift and business to young 
people on the farm than by having 
them buy *. liberty bond out of their 
savings. 


In short, all farmers should subscribe 


to the liberty loan not only as a pa- 
triotic duty to help keep America free, 
but as a business proposition to keep 
their money working where they will 
get all that it earns and at the same

Two cupfuls com rnaal. " cupfuls 


sour milk, 2 tablespoonfuls butter, 2 
tablespoonfuls sugar, white or brown, 


teaspoonfuls salt. 2 egga, 1 tea- 


spoonful soda, 1 tablcspoonful cold 
•water. 


There arc two ways of mixing this 


bread. By the first the meal, milk, 
salt, butter and sugar are cooked In 
a double boiler for about 10 minutes. 
When the mixture IK cool, tho eggs are 
added well beaten and tho soda dis- 
solved in tho water. 
By the other 


method all the dry ingerdlents. includ- 
ing the soda, are mixed together, and 
then the sour milk and eggs well 
beaten and tho butter arc added. If 
tho second method in followed, tho 
cold water Is not needed. The broad 
should bo baked in a shallow iron or 
granite pan for about 30 minutes.

I 
(1) The Time of (v. 1). The first 


year of;Cyrus;-that Is the first year 
after his conquest of Babylon. 


(2) How It Was Brought About (v. 


,1). The Lord stirred up his spirit. 
The Lord often vises very unlikely 
agents In the accomplishment of his 
purposes. There is nothing too hard 
for him. He can readily use a heathen 
king to accomplish his purpose. He 
can find a-way of approach to any 
heart. Likely Daniel was the agent 
used to bring the matter to the king's 
attention. Daniel was still the Influ- 
ential prime minister of Babylon. 
From his study of the prophecies of 
Jeremiah (Jer. 25:12; Isa. 45:1; com- 
pare Daniel <i:2), he knew that the 


; time was near for the return of the 


people to their own land, so he likely 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the king and persuaded him to thus 
favor his people. 


(8) Its Contents (w. 2-4).

For most of them It 
meant giving up business Interests, for 
they had settled down to the regular 
callings of life. 
Besides the sacri- 


fice of business interests It Involved 
great risks as to the future. The en- 
tire company, Including servants, was 
about fifty thousand (2:04). Of this 
company we note the following divi- 
sions; first, chiefs of the fathers of 
Judah and Benjamin, that Is magis- 
trates; second, priests and Levltes, 
leaders In religion; third, skillful ar- 
tificers, head workmen.
